ORDER RETURNING UNDOCKETED APPEAL TO EXAMINER 

This application was received electronically at the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences on April 23, 2008. A review of the application has revealed that the 
application is not ready for docketing as an appeal. Accordingly, the application is 
herewith being returned to the examiner.

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On December 27, 2007, an Examiner's Answer was entered into the record.

However, on June 15, 2007, the appellants filed an amendment after final canceling 
claims 1-24, 26, 28, 29 and 32, which was considered and entered by the Examiner on 
July 17, 2007. The examiner's answer is deficient because the examiner did not 
remove the cancelled claims fi^om the grounds of rejection. Appropriate correction 
required. 

Lastly, An Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) was filed on February 19, 

2008. A review of the Image File Wrapper reveals that the examiner has not 

considered the IDS. According to MPEP § 609 which states: 

". . . . The Examiner must also fill in his or her name and the date the 
information was considered in blocks at the bottom of the PTO-1449 or 
PTO/SB/08A and 08B form." 

Accordingly, it is 

ORDERED that the application is returned to the Examiner: 

1) vacate the Examiner's Answer mailed December 27, 2007, and issue a revised 
Examiner's Answer for the reason set forth above; 

2) for consideration of the IDS; and 

3) for such further action as may be appropriate.
